w ent out and tried it npon herself.

clothes line was attached to a large nail 
upon the wall.

her neck and threw herself off th e trunk. 
The rope cut and bruised her neck cruelly, 
and had her m other not entered the room 
at the tim e sha did this innocent little girl 
wonld have died a victim to th e prevailing 
m^nia. 
Tbe child is a daughter of a re­ 
spectable Norwegian family,

THE IRISH DEBATE IN CONGRESS. 


Mr. itobiDHon, of New York, did not 
succeed in getting the resolution adopted 
whereby he proposed to bring the British 
Lion to an accounting for the American- 
Iriah “ patriots ” confined in Saxon jails. 
But though the House seemed somewhat 
ashamed of the situation, there were over 
one hundred members sufficiently dema­ 
gogical to vote for the resolution ; with 
which not one of them could have had the 
least sympathy. For of course they all, 
including Robinson of New York, know 
perfectly well that even if this inquiry was 
made, it would have no other effect than to 
embarrass the relations of the country with 
Great Britain, and to bring upon Congress 
the information that the American citizens 
referred to have been imprisoned for the 
very sufficient rea?on that they hare 
broken the laws of England. And when 
that information had been obtained there 
would be nothing for it but to drop the 
whole business, and bo the demagogism of 
the episode would be exposed conspicu­ 
ously. Not but what it is plain enough now, 
as the coarse of the minority showed on 
the occasion referred to. And if Robeson 
called Robkuon a “ demagogue ” he 
only stated a truth which all the country 
is fully prepared to indorse after listening to 
his preposterous speech on this same ques­ 
tion a couple of weeks ago. 
But the ma­ 
jority, even iu Congress, evidently feel that 
the eubj cfc is one which had better be let 
alone, and that there is nothing in it but 
a very Bmali quantity of a very worthless 
kind of political capital : a sort of “ fiat*’ 
political capital, in short. They realize 
that no serious diplomatic negotiations can 
ba proposed on the basis of an impertinence 
which the people of the United States 
would be the first to resent if England 
offered it to them, and even for the sake 
of pleasing the Fenians the country cannot 
be stultified in that way. 
When Irish- 
Americans choose to leave their adopted 
country and go to England or Ireland, and 
there violate the laws of the land, they 
must expect t* be dealt with without any 
regard to their American citizenship. That 
is how the United States deals with law- 
breaking Englishmen, and the methods 
which we have made our own we certainly 
cannot complain of when employed by our 
neighbors.. .

MORTALITY ON THE ISTHMUS. 


Accounts of a great mortality on the 
Isthmus of Panama are beginning to reach 
ns. Of ccnrse it has been known from 
the first that the work of building the 
canal would involve the liberation of a 
great quantity of malina of the moat 
deadly character, and it should have been 
one of the first endeavors of M. Lesseps to 
find a class of workmen who could endure 
tho climate. So far Degrots from the Gold 
Coast have been found the least liable to 
fever, and they tnght to be caaehard- 
ened, inasmuch as their own habitat is 
deadly to Europeans. M. Lesseps, how­ 
ever appears to have been employing far 
too many Europeans, and with the usual 
result. Tney have cied l.ke sheep with 
the rot, and now there is s imething like a 
panic. The t xperience rf fbe builders of 
the Panama R ul way should have tanght 
M. Lesseps better than tl ie. The loss of 
life on the railway was so great that the 
full statistics were concealed. Chinese or 
negroes are the oi.ly races that can at all 
stand the emanations fio-n the freshly 
broken soil under that tropioal sun, and 
if these are not employed the canal will 
prove mnch more deadly than the railway. : 


Several months ago tne R eco rd U nion, 
in discussing the question cf criminal re­ 
formation, pointed out the existence of an 
almost unrecognized obstacle to all dCforta 
iu that direction, in the sinister and 
persistent influence of convicts upon one 
another after their discharge. A very 
startling illustration of this has "just oc­ 
curred. A man named Frank Armstrong 
committed suicide the other day ¡a San 
Francisco, in sheer despair of escaping 
from the blackmailers who for years had 
made his life miserable, and whose hold 
upon him consisted in the fact that he 
had been a convict. This man was not an 
habitual criminal, but some five years ago 
he got drunk, and while in that condition 
stole an overcoat from a hotel. Quite 
probably no thought of theft was in hia 
mind. He may have imagined that the 
coat was his own. But he was arrested, 
tried, and sent to the penitentiary for a 
year. When he came out he was deter­ 
mined to live houestly, and so far as ap­ 
pears he did live honestly. He obtained 
work, and behaved himself well. But he 
coaid not keep off the men who had known 
him when he was in prison. They black­ 
mailed him Mercilessly. F'earful that the 
exposure of his past offense would cause 
his discharge, he paid his persecutors to 
let him alone. It was a fatal mistake, no 
doubt, but men in his position are not with­ 
out serious apprehensions of the influence of 
prejudice upon the minds of their em­ 
ployers, and they often yield to the threats 
of their former prison mates as the least of 
two evils. To yield in such a case, how­ 
ever, is to court ruin. The wretched 
class to which these jail birds belong has 
no sense of honor, no feeling of pity, no 
sympathy with one of their own number 
who is struggling to life himself above the 
slough of crime. Oa the contrary, they 
hate him for wanting to liberate himself 
from their society, and they find truly 
devilish gratification in pulling him down, 
and making him once more as vile and as 
hopeless as themselves. 
Oa a former occasion we related the par­ 
ticulars of a case which began very much 
like Armstrong’s. A discharged convict 
in San Francisco made up his mind to be 
honest, and was fortunate enough to find 
work at once. 
He was a man of 
exceptional business capacity, and soon 
made himself indispensable to his employ­ 
ers. But his convict associates found him 
out, and as usual undertook to blackmail 
him. Had he yielded he would have been 
lost, as poor Armstrong was ; but he deter­ 
mined not to become the thrall of these 
villains, and he administered a sound 
thrashing to the first who threatened him. 
On the second occasion he promptly 
knocked down the would-be blackmailer, 
and after that he wa9 let alone. No doubt 
the convicts might have secured his dis­ 
charge by informing his employers what 
he had been, and it is somewhat surprising 
that they did not take that mode of 
revenging themselves. However, the man 
was not molested, and he succeeded not 
only in winning his way to a responsible 
position, but in time was received as a 
partner in the linn with which he had 
worked so long. That man is still living, 
a prosperous and upright business man. 
But had he yielded to the first natural 
suggestion of his fears, he would doubtless 
have been hounded by the scoundrels 
who knew of his disgrace, until he was 
forced back into crime, or took Armstrong’s 
method of releasing himself. 
Those who ceneure the convict from the 
frigid standpoint of a virtue that has 
never been tempted ; those who ascribe 
his frequent lapses to an inherent apti­ 
tude for vice ; those who think that 
hnman nature is somehow different in the 
criminal classes ; would mitigate the 
severity of their judgments conld they 
realize the extent of the obstacles with 
which the path of the discharged prisoner 
bristles; could they see the hight and 
rnggedness of the steeps he has to climb 
before he can gain a footing on the table 
land of Respectability. Watched by the 
police, dogged by his old associates, his 
nerves are kept in a frightful tension con­ 
tinually. Do what he may he never knows 
but that the next man he meets may 
recognize and expose him ; and sad expe­ 
rience has taught him how little present in­ 
dustry, sobriety, honesty and capacity 
usually weigh with an employer against 
the statement “ That man has been a 
convict!” In such cases the heart of the 
employer contracts. He becomes the piti­ 
less agent of the injustice of Society. His 
selfishness exaggerates all the possibilities 
of what he has heard, and tnrning a deaf 
ear to intreaties, he orders away the poor 
wretch indignantly, feeling all the time 
that the latter has done him an injury in 
tryiEg to become honest through hia 
means. 
And because the discharged 
convict knows what he has to expect if 
his dismal secret is exposed, he too often 
allows himself to be made the easy prey of 
blackmailers. 
His earnings then are absorbed by 
these vampires, and after a time the hope­ 
lessness of his situation becomes so clear 
to him that he must bs a very resolute man 
if he docs not reach the conclusion that 
enfranchisement is impossible ; if he doe3 
not, so concluding, throw up his hands and 
sink into the depths. Armstrong was so 
far resolute that he would not turn crimi­ 
nal, but his life was robbed of all pleasure 
and hope, and at last death seemed to 
him the only solution of the dreadful prob 
lem thrust upon him by Society. There is 
nothing in that tremendous work of Victor 
Hugo’s, Les Miserable», more awfnl than 
the glimpse of the undercurrents of the 
criminal life revealed to us in this sad case. 
Society rolls heedlessly on, crushing and 
mangling conntless victims in its ponderous 
progress. Above, philosophers and sages 
moralize, priests preach, and cynics sneer. 
Below, the tragedies of life are being 
wrought ont in obscurity, and the dim 
outlines of them are misconceived and 
misinterpreted by the careless spectators. 
Yet it is necessary for the development of 
any successful reformatory system that the 
nature and extent of the dangers and 
difficulties which surround and press upon 
the discharged prisoner should be compre­ 
hended, for assuredly unless this is done 
all the Prison Conventions in the world 
will not hinder th9 wreck of the convict 
at the outset of his voyage, nor save his 
soul from the nnspeakable agonies which 
drove Frank Armstrong to seek refuge 
from the implacable cruelty of his fellow- 
men, in the sheltering darkness of the 
grave. ___________^____________

prison. In these interviews the aim of the 
reporters seems to have been to create the 
impression that the woman was guilty of 
the charge preferred against her. Her ap­ 
pearance and manner are minutely de­ 
scribed, and at short intervals it is inti- 
mUed that she “ appears nervous,” that 
she has a “ furtive” and “ downcast” look, 
that she “ works her fingers almost con- 
“ vulsively,” that she “ betrays emotion,” 
and many other like expressions, all going 
to promote and intensify the belief that 
the accused person is undoubtedly a mur­ 
deress. It does not appear to have oc­ 
curred to these reporters, or to the pub­ 
lishers of the j- urnals for which they 
write, that the woman they have been “ writ- 
“ ing np ” in this sensational and strongly- 
prejudiced way is under arrest on a capital 
charge ; that no matter what may be al­ 
leged against her, she is innocent in the eye 
of the law until proof of her guilt has sat­ 
isfied twelve jurymen ; that pending her 
trial, and upon it, she is entitled to the 
benefit of whatever doubt may exist; and 
that, consequently, whoever writes of her 
as of a convicted criminal, not only is 
guilty of extreme impropriety, hut is 
chargeable with an endeavor to interfere 
with the course of justice, and to prevent 
her from obtaining an impartial trial. We 
are well aware that the reporters are very 
strofigly tempted to make their accounts in 
such cases as sensational as possible, and 
since a confessedly guilty wretch is sup­ 
posed to be more interesting to the average 
reader than a prisoner about whose guilt 
grave doubts may be entertained, there is 
a powerful tendency towards assumption of 
the most exciting view. Nevertheless it 
seems necessary to observe that accused per­ 
sons have certain rights, and that one 
of the most obvious and incontestible 
of these is the right to be protect­ 
ed against misrepresentation pending the 
formal trial of the charge. And it is 
also apparent upon reflection that it is not 
among the proper functions of journalism 
to undertake the informal trial of accused 
persons. When a journal dots this kind 
of thing it does wrong, and its wrong is 
not the less reprehensible because the 
sufferer may be nnable to defend himself 
or herself. And if the press has not suffi­ 
cient sense of its restraints and obligations 
to refrain from so scandalous an abuse of 
its privileges, it seems to us that the law 
should make provision against such misde­ 
meanors, and should confine the too 
exuberant reporter of the period to a 
sitriple and colorless statement of facts in 
all cases of the kind. For the present 
practice is so at variance with every con­ 
sideration of fair play that if it is to be 
permitted malignant persons may at 
almost any time make it impossible for 
those againBt whom their malice is directed 
to secure a dispassionate investigation of 
any charges. 


TuB FEACS CONGRESS. 


THE METROPOLIS. 


A little fresh light has been thrown 
apon Mr. Blaine’s proposed international 
Peace Congress. It now appears that the 
relations existing between the Central 
American States and Mexico are such as to 
render it in the last degree improbable 
that any good could come of trying to 
bring them together. The Central Amer­ 
ican States are in a condition of political 
ehaos. Some of them are contemplating a 
confederation. 
Ochers are desirous of 
annexing their neighbors. And Mexico 
has designs upon several of them. Their 
conditioa is such that probably nothing 
can prevent tho breaking out of war among 
them, and one of our envoys to that 
region suggests that while they would per­ 
haps agree to be represented at Mr. Blaine's 
Congress, their delegates would almost cer­ 
tainly be instructed to defeat the primary 
object of the assemblage. We have yet to 
hear from all of South America but Vene­ 
zuela, which has accepted the invitation ; 
bet whoever knows anything of the races 
which inhabit those territories must feel 
assured that their representatives at Wash­ 
ington would be utterly incapable of bind­ 
ing them to a policy of peace, even while 
the Congress was in session. Indeed, it 
would be well if the delegates could be 
kept from fighting among themselves, and 
it would be too mnch to expect that the 
Congress would pass over without any 
duels. Taking it altogether, io fact, it 
would he very difficult to conceive of a 
more thoroughly impracticable scheme than 
that which Mr. Blaine seems to have 
thought one of the most brilliant and 
felicitous ideas of the century.

COAST AND STATE. 


An injunction, peuding litigation, has 
issued against the Tax Collector of Amador 
county, restraining him from selling the 
property of the Amador Branch Railroad 
for nonpayment of taxes. The complaint 
shows that to secure an indebtedness of 
over SI00,000, a mortgage has been exe­ 
cuted upon the road, its appurtenances and 
franchise ; that under the Constitution the 
mortgage constitutes for the purpose of 
taxation an interest which is not owned by 
the plaintiff, but by the holders of the 
bonds; that on the 21 of Miy, 1SS1, the 
State Board of Equalization made a pre­ 
tended a9ses-'ment upon the franchise, 
roadway, roadbed, rails and rolling stock of 
plaintiff’s, which was entered upon their 
minutes bnt never transmitted to the As 
sessor of Amador county, who was only 
uotified by letter that the apportionment 
of the assessment on the road to Amador 
county was §1 000. The plaintiff further 
avers that the State Board of Equalization 
failed to deduct the value of the mortgages 
upon the road ; that the authority exer­ 
cised by the State Board violates the pro- 
eions of the fourteenth amendment, for the 
right and privilege to apply for the cor­ 
rection of the ass ssed value of this prop­ 
erty to the local Board of Equalization is 
denied, and because there is no oppor­ 
tunity allowed for a hearing, as the amount 
of the assessment may be fixed by the 
State Board without notice or an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard ; that the plaintiff and 
all owners of railroad property operated in 
more than one county, by virtue of the 
provisions of Section 10, Article XII., 
which relates to the assessment by the. 
State Board of Equalization of such prop 
erty, aie denied any protection from the 
laws of the State of California, which re­ 
quire that the property shall be taxed in 
proportion to its value, that Buch propor­ 
tion be ascertained by a general law, that 
before liability is fixed an opportunity to 
be heard must be given, and which provide 
for an appeal from the Assessor to Boards 
of Equalization, require the assessment to 
be made in the couuty, and prevent its be­ 
ing made in localities distant from the 
sites of the property, and allow deductions 
for indebtedness secured by mortgage. 
Wherefore plaintiffs prayed foraninjuuc'.ion 
restraining the sale, and that the defendant 
he requtre4 to receive $1,123 36, the 
amount tendered for taxes. Ti e hearing 
as to whether the ir junction shall be made 
perpetual is set for March 10th before the 
Superior Court of San Francisco,

Wells came to 
town with John Price, and the fact was 
established that they were working 
together when the mischief was done and 
knew nothing about it. The informing 
Chinaman then said it v.as another man. 
The general supposition is that tho China­ 
man was killed by Chinese hands, and that 
the accusation of white men is to ward sus­ 
picion front the guilty. 
There are a number of bears in the caves 
of the mountain below Meatuber’s, at Scott 
river, iu the lower end of Scott valley. 
Several have been seen at different times, 
and it is supposed that as many as twenty 
may be harbored theie. Some of the hun­ 
ters talk of taking a trip to that section 
soon, and endeavor to smoke out the ani­ 
mals for a good opportunity to shoot them.

The “ toy pistol” danger is of 
sufficient importance to claim attention. 
All over the valley7, and even over in 
the foothills, the gophers are at work more 
than ever before known. Why is it ? asks 
the Colusa Sun. Have we had an immi­ 
gration, or are they at work because of 
some climatic conditions? Does it presage 
wet or dry weather ? We believe that 
climatic conditions often control the in­ 
stincts of animals. The earth thrown out 
is generally7 wet. From what depth does 
itccme? While oa the gopher question, 
we would like to ask if any one knows 
what a gppher does with the earth when 
he makes an excavation ? We have often 
seen a burrow from which at least a cubic 
foot of earth had been removed, and no 
visible sign on the top of the ground, or at 
most, only a few handfuls. What becomes 
of it ? 
We are informed that a party of survey­ 
ors, under charge of General Charles Cad- 
walader, is now in the field, engaged in the 
work of surveying the proposed extension 
of the Northern Railroad, from Willows to 
the intersection of the California and Or­ 
egon road, which will be, according to the 
Red B uff Cause, about Red Bmk creek, 
which is some three miles below Red Bluff. 
Work will he commenced on the road very 
soon, and it will be completed in time to 
take away the present harvest. It does 
not take the Central Pacific folks long to 
build a little piece of road like that. Now 
that this road will traverse the entire 
length of the county, it would be well for 
the Colusa people to see if a branch cannot 
be built at tbe same time. We ought to 
have railroad communication with the 
county. In fact, such communication is 
an absolute necessity.—[Colusa Sun.

THE PLACERVILLE RAILROAD HARDSHIP. 


A little over a year ago the railroad from 
FoLooi to Shingle Springs was placed in the 
hauds of a Receiver at the instacce of certam 
persons claiming to hive legal demands 
. against the road, based on alleged undis­ 
charged indebtedness contracted prior to the 
road coming into the possession of its present 
owners. 
Since tbeH there has been a series 
of bearings in Court, and a number of efforts 
to compromise m atters so as to have the road 
operated, but all these have proved abortive, 
and the road has laid idle, to the great detri­ 
ment of the country and the serious incon­ 
venience of the general public. 
During all 
this time the people have been compelled to 
resort to the primitive methods of travel and 
of transportation of the products of th- 
conntry—the stage-coach, mud wagon and 
freight wagon. 
Notwithstanding the incon­ 
venience and the consequent added cost, the 
fact is developed, on inquiry, th at the busi­ 
ness of the Sacramento Valley Railroad, the 
line of which is between this city and Folsom, 
in this county, where it formed connection 
with the closed road first named, ha3 not de­ 
clined ; on the contrary, the yeai’a business 
has been larger prop utionately, as to profit. 
This ib due to the fact, undoubtedly, that 
nearly all the fruit freight, as w< 11 as the 
passenger business of the c uutry above Fel- 
som, has come to Sacramento via Folsom, 
and because the country itself has been tilling 
up and its fruit resources were more largely 
developed in 1881 than in preceding year», 
fruit-growing in 
the hilis 
being 
p culi- 
arly successful in the past year. 
Nev­ 
ertheless the closing of the road named 
has been a great drawback to El Dorado, 
Amador, and other counties, as to general 
business, and has been a sericur loss to Sacra­ 
mento, which is the natural commercial depot 
for all th at region on which the road, when 
it is operated, dep Lids for support. 
I t has 
been so severe a hardship to the upper coun­ 
try th at it greatly retarded the general 
growth and development of the section, and 
considerably checked an advance movement 
which was just begun when the road was Bhut 
up by unfortunate and profitless litigation. 
I t was found that the products of the country 
could not be moved without a burdensome 
cost, and th at lack of speedy and adequate 
transportation retarded nearly alt kinds of 
indu-itries. 
I t develops now, on inquiry into 
the m atter relative to the probability of the 
road being again opened, th at the railroad 
company, defendant, has been ready and 
willing, by undertaking or deposit, to secure 
the original »um at issue, pending litigation, 
in order that the road might be 0|>erated in 
the meantime, and the people spared the in­ 
convenience and loss which must follow the 
continued cessation of operations on the line. 
B ut on this basis the company ha3 been una­ 
ble to secure any compromis-; other condi­ 
tions have, in every instance, been demanded 
to which the defendant could not, it says, in 
conscience accede. 
W hen called upon the 
last time to put up money sufficient to release 
the road, aud relieve it from the Receiver, 
who could neither operate it nor procure 
others to do so, the attorneys for the plaint­ 
iffs demanded, as a still new condition, that 
the railroad company should buy outright a 
locomotive th at it was said the Receiver had 
procurt d with the intention of opening the 
road. 
This locomotive proved to be a ma­ 
chine commenced many years ago at the 
works of Prescott, Scott k Co., in San Fran­ 
cisco, but was never fiuished up, and lay 
in its incomplete condition at those works 
a long time, and until the Receiver arranged 
for ire completion. 
This engine he never 
took from the factory, and the defendant sets 
up that it doubts if the locomotive was fin­ 
ished up with any intention of using it on the 
road, but that the real object was to sell it to 
the railroad company. I t was also announced 
a3 an additional condition th at the defend­ 
ant must pay or stcure the cost th at the Re- 
c iver, in c m : for the road, had incurred. 
This was for cutting out the grass along the 
rack, which, if allowed to grow and dry, was 
liable to take fire and cause the burning of 
the ties. 
I t was also required that the de­ 
fendant should put up an amount sufficient 
t > secure the fees of the plaintiffs’ attorneys 
The response to all this was that the railroad 
company would put up sufficient to secure 
the sum in litigation, subject to the final d - 
term ination of the cas», but would cot secure 
the attorneys’ fees, nor buy the locomotive, 
nor pay for the cutting of the grass; and 
there the <HS6 now rests, and meanwhile the 
road remains closed aud devoid of rolling 
stock or motive power. 
The railroad c m- 
pany meauwhile has had a new route sur­ 
veyed for the construction of a road from 
Folsom to Placerville, an ! has found a feas­ 
ible route via the Branch Prison, and by 
which the line can be c-nstruclad direct to 
Piacerville without going by way of ShiDgle 
Springs. 
W hether this road will be con­ 
structed is, however, as yet undetermined, 
aud no one seems to be informed even as to 
the probabilities in the case.

Halted S tate* S eñ ale. 
W ashington, February 15th.—Jackson in­ 
troduced a bill, presented in the last Coa- 
greps, for the relief of the book agenta of the 
Methodist Eoiacoptl Church Soul h. [It ap­ 
propriates $153,000 
in compensation fur 
property is Nashville destroyed by the United 
States in 1804, »r at any other time.] 
After a long debate, the Senate, by a vote 
of 33 to 15, passed the resolution to provide 
a messenger for each of the Committees on 
Finance, Poetoffices, Pensions, Claims, Ju ­ 
diciary, District of Columbia and Engrossed 
Bills. Th* pay was fixed at $400 per year. 
The Senate then took up and temporarily 
passed over the regular order—the anti-polyg­ 
amy bill—and Call, on leavo, addressed the 
Senate in support of his proposed amendment 
to the pension arrears resolution. 
The anti-polygamy bill—to amend Section 
5352 of the revised statutes in reference to 
bigamy and for other purposes—was then 
taken up, and the amendments proposed by 
the Committee) on Judiciary read and agreed 
to up to the fifth section, which authorizes 
the Prerident to grant amnesty to classes of 
offenders guilty before the passage cf the Act, 
of bigamy, polygamy, cr unlawful cohabita­ 
tion, on such conditions as he shall think 
proper. 
Hoar suggested a query whether, ur,d*r his 
exercise of the pardoning power, which was 
limited to pardons and reprieves in individual 
cases, the President could constitutionally 
pardon whole classes of offenders against a 
particular law, upon such condition? as he 
may prescribe. If ha c uld do this, then he 
coulJ exercise the legislative functions. If 
the President made a pardon conditional 
upon the payment of a certain sum of 
money, would his act be lawful? 
Edmunds said the committee had been in 
doubt whether any pr-jvi-io i for pardon was 
necessary 
at all, and 
had 
inserted it 
only because the question was an open 
one. 
l ’ne object was to enable the Gov­ 
ernment 
to 
say 
to the 
great 
body 
of the Utah people, 
“ If ycu stop this 
practice and siu no more, you shah pot 
bp prosecuted for what you have already 
done.” By the general Amnesty Act of July 
17, 1862, Congress empowered the President 
to grant amnesty on such conditions as he 
might deem expedient for the public welfare. 
It did not, therefore, follow that he could so 
have acted without that legislation, but the 
Act made it safe that persons Bhould receive 
pardon by classification on conditions, as dis­ 
tinct from persons individually pardoned. 
Where, as suggested by Hoar, the President 
takes money for a pardon, the remedy is by 
impeachment, 
The section, as amended, and the remain­ 
ing committee amendments up to the eighth 
section wrie adopted. 
The eighth section provides for the conduct 
of elections, the registration and canvassing 
of votes, etc., iu the Territory until provision 
for the same is made by the Legislative As­ 
sembly provided for in the bill, by the ap- 
[KHDtuieut of a Board of five persons, to be 
appointed by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate, aii of whom shall not be mem 
bers of one political party, etc. 
Brown moved to amend so os to require 
that no more than three shall be from the 
same political party. 
Call maintained that power to reverse the 
acts of election rfficers was properlv one be­ 
longing to the Courts, and for the Board to 
say who shall constitute the Legislature would 
be nurepublican and farcical. 
Edmunds replied 
t h a t the Board would 
have no power to decide as to the qualifica­ 
tions o f s l e c t o t B . 
Vest said the seventh section of the hi!', 
declaring polygamists ineligible to cince or 
suffrage, proposed to take away the rights of 
citizenship of the United States for past 
offenses without trial or conviction for tho 
offense. The Senator from Delaware (Bav- 
aro) had said that territorial reorganization 
was analogous to the original organization, 
when Conrrees has the rL ht to impose such 
conditions as were now proposed, but he 
(Vest) denied that there was any analogy. 
The doctrine that the right to vote and huld 
office in this country, when once off.-red, 
could be taken away, was some'hing he had 
never known to be broached before, and he 
deuounc. d it as an arbitrary, despotic and 
unconstitutional declaration. 
lie was op­ 
posed to polygamy, but in his abhorrence of it 
he ovould be careful not to strike down the 
safeguards to pers mal liberty. 
Garland said it was complained that the 
provisions of the bill were severe and rongb, 
but he would say they were so intended to 
be, and they were nevertheless sanctioned by 
precedents and organic law. The grant of 
pjwer given to Congress to make all Deedful 
rules aod regulations re-peclicg Territories 
gave it unlimited coufrol m the Territories. 
Let it go te> the world, be added, that Coa- 
grem reco .n zed the nrganizWion of a Terri­ 
tory ft uadcd upon the theory that one man 
is inspired by God for a certain purpose, and 
we may burn our statute bocks fiid give 
full license to inspirations of Guitéaus every­ 
where. So lorg as it retained its distinctive 
feature, U ah bhould not by any possibility 
b- republican. 
The discussion continued at *ome length. 
A motion for an executive session was lost— 
ayes 21, coes 29—and after several iff rts to 
secure an arrangement for a vote on the bill, 
inter- persed with motions to adj .urn, it was 
finally arranged that the measure should be 
proceeded with immediately after the morn­ 
ing hn-iuess to-morrow, and the debate closed 
at 5:30. 
Upon this understanding, Edmunds con­ 
sented to an adjournment. 
House or Representatives. 
W ashington, February 15 b.—The morn­ 
ing hour was dispensed with. *lhe House re­ 
sumed consideration of the apportionment 
bill, and Herbert continued his speech in op- 
posi ion to any increase in the membership 
of the House. 
Jo\ ce protested against the bill reported 
by the C-le-ur Committee, Faying it was a 
blow at New England. 
Hewitt eaid that he c il not fear an in­ 
crease in the number uf member*, pro­ 
vided a rational system was adopted for 
transacting public business. 
As tow ar- 
rat ged, the whole machinery of Congress was 
made on the principle bow not to do it. In 
crnsfquetce of tbe resulting paralysis of 
business there was suffering all over the 
country. He warned Congress that calami­ 
ties greater than those which visited this 
country in 1873 would come upon us, unlees 
Congress addressed itself to the intelligent 
and patriotio investigation of the internal 
revenue question. Then, too. Congress must 
be relieved from the preafure of special legis­ 
lation. On the first day of the session he 
had introduced a wise measure to accomplish 
this end, known as the Potter bill. He 
w shed to bear tribute to tbe memory of that 
great man. 
If the House would confine 
itself to common sense and good order in its 
rules, it could handle the bu.-inefs before it, 
and then, he eaid, we need not fear any 
nnmericU increase in membership. 
Several members then expressed views as 
to the best number of representatives. 
Till man opposed the bill. He was in favor 
of a House of 600. During General Grant’* 
administration the H' use was proportionately 
smaller than 
it 
had ever been before, 
and than was the time that executive authoi- 
ity ran riot, and when the lobby dominated 
the legislative authority to accumulate public 
money and property in individual bands. He 
was in favor of making the Hcn<s of Repre­ 
sentatives a Gibraltar, impregnable to bribery 
or intimidation. 
Cox oi New York submitted a modification 
of this amendment, so as to fix the total num­ 
ber of renresentalivts at 319. 
Adjourned. 


T h e O u tlo o k R e c o rd in g th e C h in ese BU I. 
W ashington, February 15th.—It was ex 
pjcted that the Senate would dispose of the 
anti-polygan y bill this afternoon, or in the 
evening, and if tbe expectation bad been 
realized General Miller would have made a 
motion to take up the Chinese bill immedi 
ately afterw irds The former measure having 
now gone over for farther debate, it L not 
probable that Miller will have an oppor-
